And, of course it is too bad, 
though history is replete with 
Christian slaughter, betrayal and 
torture of Christian, and an al- 
most total absence of anything 
remotely resembling Christian 
,brotherhood and peace on earth. ~ 

There are men dying for a very 
good reason in Korea—first, we 
are the end objective of the Com- 
munists and we had to rasist 
somewhere. Secondly, while we 
have borne the brunt of it, more 
than 50 nations joined with us in 
this cause simply because we 
were right .. . and for no other 
single reason. 

We are fighting Russia now 
and there is just a chance we may 
have fought well enough in Ko-

to weed out subversives among 
maritime workers. The regulations 
are effective immediately. 


The regulations spell out for 
detailed application President 
Truman’s executive order of Oct. 
18 last placing United States ter- 
ritorial waters and Waterfront fa- 
cilities under what amounts to 
wartime security. 


Maritime workers must now ap- 
ply to the Coast Guard in order 
to obtain security cards clearing 
them for work on ships or en- 
trance into restricted port areas. 


Several weeks ago maritime 
unions objected at a public heare- 
ing to the wording of the pro- 
posed regulations. The final reg- 
ulations, issued by Coast Guard 
Commandant Merlin O’Neill, dif- 
fer in some respects from the ini- 
tial proposals. 

It appeared unlikely that the 
changes in the regulations would 
blunt the opposition expressed by 
the maritime unions. 

But it was reported unofficially 
that the American Federation of 
Labor unions may accept the reg- 
ulations on the ground that they 
have nothing to fear and that 
their -nembers are entirely loyal 

At the recent Coast Guar 
hearings Harry Bridges and Hugh 
Bryson, respective presidents of 
the International Longshoremen’s 
and Warehousemen’s Union and 
the Marine Cooks and Stewards, 
objected strongly to one section 
which is retained in the regula- 
tions.

Nobody objects to more taxes for de- 
fense. But many are beginning to wonder 


‘ where the money is going. Signs of the 


great surge of war production which Wash- 
ington has been promising are scarce 
indeed. 

The truth is, the Government and the 
military have been slow to use the money 
from extra defense taxes already imposed. 
Despite a Korean War, a proclamation of 
an emergency by the President and plans 


. for something a little short of all-out mo- 


bilization, Government spending. actually 
is running behind that of last year. 

Not a single factory has been converted 
for war production. Only a few orders 
have been given and they are insignificant 
in size compared to military orders of 
World War II. 

Neither the military nor the Adminis- 
tration seems able to decide exactly what 
is needed. This, in turn; complicates the 
job of Charles E. Wilson and his Office of 


Defense Mobilization. Mr. Wilson cannot 


determine what civilian controls and pro- 
duction readjustments are necessary until 
he knows the country’s military needs. 

In an interview in this week’s U. S. 
News & World Report, Gen. J. Lawton 
Collins, Army Chief of Staff, rightly says 


“the armed forces must have the necessary 


equipment before great numbers of men 
are called to uniform. There is nothing 


harder on morale than soldiers going. 


through the motions of training without 
the rifles and howitzers and mortars and 
grenades that make training meaningful. 


Knowing all. that, why has the military | 


been so reluctant to act? 

The Korean War now is six months old.

Patton Wanted 

To Finish It 

o Finish It 
WASHINGTON—It has taken us a long time 
to learn that we cannot get along with the Rus- 
sians. After fighting with them as allies in the 
war against the Axis aggressors we had assumed that they would 
ge along with us and the British in setting up the machinery for 


permanent world peace. Now, after five years of patient effort, 
we are beginning to understand their true nature. 


But not all of our people have been similarly deceived. There | 


were those among us who from the beginning took a different view 
of the situation. They were convinced all along that we could 
never have any dealings with the Moscow Communist regime, that 
they would refuse to co-operate with us once the war was won, 
and that ultimately we faced the danger of an attack by Soviet 
Russia. 


Echols Story Gen. O. P. Echols, wartime chief of the USAF 

materiel division and now president of the 
great Northrup Aircraft Company of California, tells an interest- 
ing story that illustrates how some of our top military men felt 
about the situation immediately after the war. He had been sent 
on an assignment with our occupation forces in Germany, along 
with Gen. Lucius Clay. 

One day Gen. Echols and Lewis Douglas, then United States 
Ambassador to London, drove to Munich to see Gen. George Patton, 
commander of the great American Third Army which had knifed 
its way across France and Germany in what will go down in 
history perhaps as the most spectacular military operation of all 
time. It was shortly after the German surrender and Patton had 
established headquarters for himself and staff in an Austrian 
castle, with a fine collection of thoroughbred horses he had picked 
up along the line of march. 

The Russian army had joined up with the Americans and was 
bedded down in the area. Patton took Echols and Douglas for an 
inspection tour of the area, which included a visit to the Russian 
zone, 

In an expansive mood from the striking victories he had won, 
“This army of 
mine is the finest collection of fighting men the world has ever 
seen. Right now they are in their prime, rearing to go. Given the 
authority, I can cut that Russian rabble to pieces in a few days 
and have them all in concentration camps behind our lines. The 
Russian army is just a disorganized mob, weary and worn out 
from the long campaign they have been through in getting here. 
Why in the hell we don’t finish the job and clean them up while 
we are at it is beyond me. We are going to have to do it sooner 
or later, and now is the time.” 

Echols said that in driving back to Frankfurt that night he and 
Douglas fell to talking about what Patton had said. Douglas-agreed 
that at first he had been inclined to think Patton was talking 
through his hat, but said the more he thought of it the more he 
concurred in the appraisal. 


Events have shown that Gen. Patton had a prophetic 
Prophet vision. He had correctly anticipated what the behav- 
ior of the Russians would be after the war and foresaw the need 
of doing something then. 

Parker W. Buhrman, who was the American Consul General in 
Warsaw, Poland, immediately after the war, tells another story that 
illustrates how we were more badly fooled than other nations in 
appraising Russian intent. He was talking with a prominent Catholic 
Bishop of Poland about Russia& designs and plans. | 


“We people who have had close contacts with the Russians and 
know them,” -he said, “had’ fully expected that you Americans 
would not stop at Berlin but would continue on to Moscow after 
the German collapse. You are going to have to do that some day, 
mark you, and it should have been while you were already on the 
march.”. 

Consul Buhrman, who shared the Bishop’s misgivings about the 
Communists, had to go to some pains to explain that in a democ- 
racy, such as ours,-you do not do things that way. Our people 
would not have stood for it. We have to wait until we are attacked 
before we strike, even though it is at a known enemy. 

It takes us a long time to learn, but we finally are coming to 
understand that the events foreseen by Gen. Patton and some of 
the others are near at hand. The Russians seem determined to 
plunge us into another world war. There is no other way to in- 
terpret their strange conduct and the infamcus acts of their 
satellites in Korea and China.

her allies can oppose ten. This fact completely 
neutralizes our superior productive potential. 


The stark, savage truth is, as every compe- 
tent military man knows in his heart, that the 
United States and the United Nations can NEVER 
conquer Russia and China. Per contra, if we 
use good sense (which we are not doing so far), 
they can never defeat us. However, the law of 
diminishing returns is at present working on 
their side. Unless we can so maneuver as to get 
the law of diminishing returns working for us 
and against Russia, we are sunk. 

We have based our actions so far on a fic- 
tion instead of a fact, i, e., the United Nations is 
NOT a United Nations in a military sense. We 
have acted AS IF it were. -It would have been 
completely appropriate for a factual United Na- 
tions to stop aggression anywhere in the world— 
but it was unwise for a quasi-United Nations, 
militarily speaking, to attempt to do so, when over 
90 per centum of the actual military power was 
exercised by one nation, the United States. This 
gave Russia a perfect opportunity to sell to China 
the idea that the powerful United States had ag- 
gressive designs on Manchuria. 

In a world war, we-could not stay in Korea; 
we could not defend Formosa; nor could we de- 
fend Japan; nor the Philippines. In a world war, 
western Europe would become the biggest trap in 
all history. There is no possible way on earth for 
the United States, with allies who have no will 
to fight and who have no means with which to 
fight, to hold western. Europe against Russia. Do

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we think for one minute that Russia is going to sit 
supinely by while we attempt to rearm western 
Europe? 

Does this sound “defeatist”? No—just rough 
realism. It is simply the part of wisdom for the 
United States not to attempt more than we are 
able to do. For us to attempt more than we are 
able to do, will cause our ultimate defeat. If we 
use wisdom, we can survive. 


The French will be pushed out of Indochina; 
the British. will eventually be pushed out of 
Malaya and Hong Kong; and the Dutch out of 
Indonesia. There is a world revolution taking 
place and the time is over for colonialism and im- 
perialism and exploitation; and most certainly 
the time is over for the doctrinal myth of White 
Supremacy. On the other hand, Russia might 
well be sowing the seed of her own destruction. 

We might say that Russia has won the first 
decade after World War Two, but we can yet win 
for democracy the second decade and the third. 
When the center of political gravity makes one 
more shift—from Moscow to the United Nations, 
and the brotherhood of man becomes a reality, 
then shall we be nearing an era of peace on this 
earth, © FRANK A. SMITH.

Almost as Amazing as a Cow 


WASHINGTON—Looks like 1951 is the year that will mark the beginning of 


the end of the milk bottlé. 


And also, obviously, of the milkman. 


The idéa is 


to take the water out of the milk, as in fresh frozen orange juice. This leaves a 

white goo-like library paste, which may or may not be frozen, so that the house- 

wife may water it down at her own tap. The poor old cow, who still is included 

| in the process, gets pushed farther into the background, the milkman ‘takes a 

job in an airplane factory, the jokes about him disappear from thé smoking cars, and I’m not so sure 


that I’m pleased by the prospect. 


The dairymen first began soft-pedaling the cow 50 years ago, with 


condensed mi?k. They merely boiled out some of the water, but the héat changed the flavor, no matter 


how gently it was applied. The gentlemen with 
the cows did not give up. 


Coincident with the last war came a number 
of high+vacuum processes, which revolutionized 
numerous chemica] industries. They all work 
on the theory that if you can pump the air from 
a bottle half filled with water, the warmth from 
your hand will generate cold steam. 


The milk men took over variations of 
these vacuum schemes, which made concén- 
trated milk tasting, when properly diluted, 
almost exactly like the original article. 


That word, properly, is important. The cow 
did it right. When she mixed the water in her 
milk in the first place, she uséd only the purest, 
as refined in hér own laboratory. The problem 
of the concéntrated-milk men is to find thé right 
kind of water to mix with the stuff in their small 
packages. 

For test-marketing of their new sendin they 
have chosen cities like Wilmington, Del., and 
Lima, Ohio, where the tap water is unusually 
pure and palatable. The results have been excel- 
lent and the housewives enthusiastic. 

In Philadelphia, where the city water con- 
tains no telling what, the scientists tested out 
their new milk with appalling results. It tasted 
so horrid only the brave could drink it. Turns 
out that a Philadelphian can get used to his 


drinking water and think no more about it, but 
when he takes a glass of milk he wants it pure. 


The Chicago situation isn’t much better. I 
lived there once, myself, when the water in the 
kitchen sink one morning turned into a trickle. 
I took the faucet apart and found a small fish 
blocking the flow. 

Chicagoans probably will not get concentrated 
milk until the city installs a bétter watérworks, 
but they have not been forgotten by the milk 
mén. Even now the natives of the Windy City 
can buy fresh frozen, concentrated chocolate milk 
for 19 cents per six-ounce Can. 


This is made of milk with chocolate added 
and an emulsifier stirred in so the flavoring 
won't séparate. Then it’s vacuumed and froe- 
zen. To each can you add three more of 
Chicago water, but the chocolate masks the 
flavor of the watét ahd the result is good. 


There are two schools of thought on concén- 
trated milk. One sells it in undérsized paper 
cartons, fresh, like cottage cheese. It must be 
used soon, like old-fashioned milk, or it turns 
sour. The rival manufacturers freeze their milk. 
This is a nuisance, but so long as it’s ice, it stays 
fresh. 

I tell you, sciénce is wonderful. 
amazing as the cow.

he just tossed the bug in the general direction of the lily pad or 
the hyacinth. You must leave the bug alone for stveral seconds

of Douglas MacArthur the proconsul, but his historic duties as the 


latter continue. 


Almost unnoted in the welter 
of more dramatic news from 


Asia was Japan’s approach to. 


near solvency, ‘its conquest 
of communist influences that 
sought to pollute its labor and 
journalism, the return of its 
shipping to American and other 
perts (Japanése ships are still 
barred from Australia and Phil- 
ippine ports), its ineréased pro- 
duction and the further strength- 
ening of its democratic proc- 
esses. 


MacARTHUR TOLD the writ- 
er in Tokyo last Summer that 
he believed future historians 
would regard the democratiza- 
tion of Japan as a more mo- 
mentous event in the first half 
of the 20th century than World 
Wars I and II. 


In a little more than five 
swift years almost incredible 
changés have taken plac* in 
the country that once dreamed 
of conquefing not only all of 
Asia but the United States and 
any European power that 
blocked its fierce ambitions. 


Its more than 80,000 00° peo- 
ple were preparéd if ordered, to 
fight the invading Americans to 
the death and its women and 
children would be in there pitch- 
ing against us. It was a nation 
whose troops in the field pre- 
ferred death to capture by the 
Americans, so sold had they 
been by propaganda ihat we 
weré accomplished torturers. 

But at the end of the fifth full 
year of MacArthur’s steward- 
ship those millions now consti- 
tute our firmest friends in the 
Pacific. With enormous energy 
and a minimum of gripes they 
have rebuilt their bomb-ruined 
cities, transport, communications 
and production machinery. 

Their women know their first 
emancipation; workers their first 


‘decent wages and working con- 


ditions: Men and women can 
vote and worship as they please. 
Editors can and do criticize the 
highest authority in the land— 
the occupation, There is no moré 
“thought control,” no more sé- 
cret policé, no more deification 
of the Emperor—though there 
remains great affection for him 
and his family in the British 
manner.

This is a difficult project. Persons not ré- 
motely familiar, with the workit.gs of the news- 
paper business can see that there aré problems. 
Stoties were so small that they didn’t get into 
thé papers. For purposes of this review, these 
will be ignoréd. 

There must be another bit of explanation 
before beginning this listing. News values differ. 
Some éditors will disagree on the biggest stories 
of the year. Theré might be unanimity at some 


spots, but at other placés in the rankings there’

The Only Answer in the Acheson Case 


WASHINGTON—No experienced observer of Congress can any longer doubt that a major turning 
point is fast approaching. The mounting neurosis of the Senators and Representatives was all too 
clearly disclosed in the squalid circumstances of the Republican vote on Secretary of State Dean G. 


Acheson. 


If this mood is not immediately dispelled, an actual majority will be converted to the pél- 


icy of scuttle-and-run of former President Herbért Hoovér, or even to the abject program of sur- 
render of Joseph P. Kennedy. Unjust as this must seem to anyone who knows his real record, the 
rapid retirement of Secretary Achéson is the only cure in sight. 


In the presént circumstances, when the sur- 
vival of this nation and of freedom in the world 
hang upon the outcome, the misfortune of the 


individual cannot be considered. Nor is it de-. 


fensible, when the stakes are so great, for any 
man to take the purely personal view that he 
“will not quit under fire.” 


Only one question thus remains to be an- 
swered, in the controversy about Acheson that 
rages in the White House and everywhere else 
in the Administration. This is the question, 
whether the President is right in repeatedly as- 
serting that there is no use replacing Acheson, be- 
cause anyone who follows Achéson and advocates 
thé same policy will get into the same trouble. 


There is a simple way to see the complete 
falseness of the President’s argument. Imaz- 
ine the political situation that would now 
exist if Truman had done everything that 
obviously needed to be doné about foreign 
and défense policy in the past two crucial 
years. 


By November, 1948, Soviet war preparations 
already visibly threatened world peace. But the 
President rejected the late James V. Forrestal’s 
rearmament budget, brought in Louis A. Johnson 
and made a hollow mockery of the whole For- 
réstal-Lovett program for Western strength, typi- 
fied by the Atlantic Pact. Again, in @eptember, 
1949, the explosion of the Soviet atomic bomb 
obviously demanded most urgent consideration 
of measures to maintain a safe world power 
balance.

And on 
June 25, the Korean aggression made the real 
nature of the world emergency clear to the blind- 
est eyes. But the President damped the instan- 
taneous surge of national energy and will-power 
by talking about “police actions,” and réfusing to 
consider anything beyond “grey mobilization.”

Careful Cleaning Prolongs 
Life of Treasured Volumes 


Any home should be proud toe 
possess a library of fine old vol- 
umes, but the durability of such 
a library depends on the ability 


of the homemaker to clean and 


keep books. 

According to John C. Settel- 
mayer, director of libraries here, 
one should dust books with the 
soft brush attachment of the 
vacuum cleaner. If books are 
mildewed, use quick-drying ace- 
tone or carbon tetrachloride. 

“To clean books rub a weak 
soap solution over the cover,” 
advises the library director. “If 
it discolors the surface, use 
régular floor wax to restore 
color.” 


- Books with leather bindings 
néeéa@d special caré, as the 
leather often drys out in the 
hét, dry atmosphere of the: 
heme. To keep leather soft . 
and pliable, Settelmayer rec- 
ommends neatsfoot oil, which 
does not discolor the book or 
leave a residue. Saddle soap 
is also good, in some Cases. 


Settelmayer cautions against 
castor oil, which “can turn .a 
tan leather to dark brown.” 
Mineral oil too is bad, as it rots 
leather. 

To clean a book work the oil 
in with your hands, a little at 
a time, especially along the back 
binding, then wipe the leather 
with a soft, clean cloth. 

Settelmayer also advises 
homemakers to shellac the bind- 
ings of children’s books as a 
protection against dirty fingers. 

If dust sifts down into thé 
pages of a book, it may be re- 
moved by flipping the pages 


several times. But guard against 
bending the pages. 


If there has been a conta- 
gious disease in the home, 
Séettelmayer advises fanning 
out the pages of the book and

~ Defense Plans To Double 
Federal Payrolls Here 


By BILL BORING 
Look for our Federal population to be nearly double by 
the time the current mobilization reaches its peak. 


That is, if what happened in 

World War II is a good barometer. 
And all signs indicate it will be. 
“ In World War II Atlanta’s civ- 
flian Federal population started 
of at considerably less than the 
18,000 total today, but before 
things wound up there were 30,- 
000 on the payrolls. 

There are several factors point- 
ing to an extremely rapid growth 
in Federal activities in Atlanta. 

One is that Atlanta is a regional 
government center. Every branch, 
every agency, every bureau, de- 

rtment and division of the 

vernment is located here. 

Moreover, as the new Govern- 
ment control agencies are organ- 
ized they'll establish regional 
agencies here. 

A second factor which will pro- 

mote Atlanta’s rapid growth as 
a Government center is the trend 
which had started before Korea, 
of decentralizing the Washington 
Bureaus. 
_ Like other businesses, Govern- 
ment is scattering to the nation’s 
four corners in this Atom Age. 
This decentralizition trend already 
has been felt in Atlanta, sending 
the city to the third-ranking posi- 
tion of major centers of activity 
for the Federal Government. Only 
Chicago and New York top us in 
agency location and number of 
employees. 

Atlanta’s Federal regional con- 
trol extends chiefly over a five- 
state area (Georgia, Florida, South 
Carolina, Alabama and Tennes- 
see), but in some cases reaches as: 
far as Texas in the Southwest and 
North Carolina in the Northeast. 

In addition to civilian activities, 
Atlarta is the headquarters of the 
Third Army, home of one of the 
Navy’s big naval operations and 


the military’s storage and distribu-| 


tion center for the South. Then 
there is the Federal Penitentiary 
located here. 

The Federal government’s rapid 
local growth has brought on a 
big headache from the standpoint 
of housing. The agencies have had 
to fan out all over the City and 
into the Metropolitari Area. This 
situation will be corrected to some 
extent by the leasing of the new 
eight-story Seventh and Peachtree 
Street Building. It will house 2,000 
Federal workers, some of whom 
already have begun to move in. 


Steel Expansion 


Expansion of the steel industry, 
which .some industrialists have 
been howling for, got underway 
in fine fashion Wednesday. U. S. 
Steel Corp. announced details for 
a giant new plant at Morrisville, 
N. J. The corporation said it 
would be the largest single ex- 
pansion project ever undertaken 
by any steel company in the his- 


tory of the nation. Its capacity jj, 


will be 1,800,000 tons a _ year. 
From another quarter, the New 
England Steel Development Corp. 
asked the Government for au- 
thority to build a $250,000,000 
steel plant at New London, Conn., 
with an annual capacity of 1,000,- 
600 tons. 


Meat Outlook Good 


H. H. Corey, chairman of the 
Board of the American Meat In- 
stitute, said Wednesday the meat 
industry can provide adequate 
supplies to the military and at the 
same time provide each civilian 
with 10 pounds per year more 
meat than he consumed 10 years 
ago. The industry, however, 
would oppose meat price controls 
“very strongly,” he _ said.
